“ If the interest of the republic re­ 
quires that every child be Compelled 
to learn to read its laws, does not 
the same interest as imperatively re­ 
quire that every child be taught the 
absolute necessity of respect for those 
laws?

of our old beliefs on religion?

creeds, may we not be going too far 
the other way In excluding altogether 
or in giving too little space to teach­ 
ing unsectarian religion and morals?
